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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicants' Response to Office Action, received 9 May 2007, is acknowledged. Claim 56 
has been amended. 

2. Claims 37-41 and 56-59 are pending and under consideration. 

Rejection Withdrawn 

3. The rejection of claims 56-59 under 35 U.S.C, 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite, is withdrawn in light of the claim amendments. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claimd 37-41 and 56-59 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Upon further review of the claim language in light of interpretations by the Quality 
Assurance Specialists, the recitation in claims 37 and 56 of a polypeptide comprising the amino 
acid sequence "as set forth" in SEQ ID NO: 107 is unclear because it is uncertain if the phrase 
"as set forth" is referring to a fragment or the entire sequence consisting of SEQ ID NO: 107. It 
is recommended that the language be amended to read "polypeptide comprising the amino add 
sequence consisting of SEQ ID NO: 107.
